RICHARDSON ON THE STAND. 

Wasutnoton, D. C., March 31.—The Ways and 
Means Committee to-day examined Secretary 
Richardson and Commissioner Douglass in the 
Sanborn case. The spectacle that was presented

“DENSE IGNORANCE ” 
is the term used by members of the Committee 
in speaking of the display he made. He laid all 
the blame of these frauds om Solicitor Banfield ; 
said that he only 2 of the fact that 
such a law had been passed; he knew nothing 
about the matter. He stated, in substance, that 
he kuew little or nothing of the ¢nrrent busi- 
ness of the Department, saying that he would 
never see a letter to him unless the clerks of his 
office ghos- to lay it before him. He tecom- 
mended the immediate and uncondifégnal repeal 
of the law under which the contracts were au- 
thorized; and stated that, as soon as he was 
apprised of the fact that this investigation was 
to be made, he at once ordered all operations 
under the contracts to cease. He also said, how-
